year, or an average of £400 a year, 
which seems about a fair estimate If 
It be borne In mind th at this is an ex 
pensive country aud that 30 of Its best 
shootings bring £33,000, or au average 
«f £700 a year. 
In the whole of Scot­ 
land there are about 4,000 shootings, 
and as each of them must at least em­ 
ploy one keeper aud one gillie dining 
the shooting season 
some estimate 
may be formed otf the money expended 
In wages aud the number of peopl* 
employed. 
In the deer forests and on the larger 
shootings there will often be from four 
to six mon permanently engaged aud
